are reduced $3S4.000,000 for 1922 and 
5790,000,000 for 1923, Chairman Ford- 
ney of the house ways and means 
committee declared Tuesday in for- 
mally reporting the new revenue bill 
to the house. 


The insurgent

ment in the house was strong enough 
to force a delay in the repeal of the 
excess profits levy and the reduction 
of the surtaxes on high incomes until 
January 1, 1922. 


Consideration of the tax bill will h» 


started in the house tomorrow and 
completed Saturday afternoon. 


Explaining the principle on which 


the bill is based the representative 
eaid: 


"In framing the tax legislation here-

Economy in 


conducting the government will have the 
wholesome effect of stabilizing administra- 
tion and legislation, with the result that 
there should be more conservatism and ef- 
ficiency in congress and the departments.

opponents havex anticipated with resent- 
ment and fear.

forcement rest with three cabinet officers. 
and their action would be subject to court 
review. And the authors of the bill have 
said that they did not contemplate any 
transportation against legitimate business. 
That there are abuses in the exchange 
which should be rooted out is generally 
known. 
The speculative feature of grain 


trading is parasitical, and it is an tinnec- 
essa.ry and injurious adjunct of grain ex- 
changes. If the Capper-Tincher law elim- 
inates the abuses, yet does not disturb le- 
gitimate operations, it will prove to be a 
good law. Should it interfere with or re- 
strain proper functioning of exchanges it 
can be amended. As an pxperiment it is 
worthy of a fair trial for the good it may 
do.

VITAMINS FOB YOUNG MOTHERS. 


Some unidentified substance, present in certain 


foods and absent from other foods, that has become 
known under the name of a vitamin, seems to be 
indispensable in the diet of a young animal. Jt is 
essential for normal nutrition and growth. Babies 
are young animals, only not quite so well cared for 
as are most young animals. 


The fat of milk or buter is rich in vitamins, while 


pig fat is poor in vitamins. Perhaps the nature of 
the diet of the cow and the pig accounts for this 
difference. The cow's feed consists largely of grass, 
the leafy vegetables, the whole cereals—each of 
which items is rich in vitamins 
The hog's feed 


consists largely of items not rich in vitamins. From 
some recent experiments of English physiologists 
there is reason to think that if the hog is fed upon 
grass the lard will contain vitamins. 
Ordinarily, as 


we know, lard and oleomargarin are poor in vita- 
mins, whereas butter, the fat of egg-yolk, and even 
the abdominal fat of cattle (which is used in some 
brands of oleomargarin) are rich in vitamins. 


These observations go to show that the character 


of the diet influences the store of vitamins in the 
body. This is of the utmost importance for the^nurs- 
ing mother to understand, for upon the character of 
her diet will depend the normal nutrition and growth 
of the baby. 


Xow m spite of fanciful objections by the misin- 


formed to this, that and the other vegetable, fruit 
or meat in the diet of the nursing mother, it is un- 
wise to omit any article of diet which the mother 
would ordinarily consume if she were not nursing a 
baby. On the contrary, the nursing mother should 
strive to have even a greater variety, as certainly as 
she requires a greater quantity, of food throughout 
the period of lactation, for the best interest of the 
baby. Especially does she need greens, fresh fruits, 
and such vitamin-rich items as green onions, cu- 
cumbers, raw cabbage (slaw) spinach, tomatoes, 
peas, string beans, asparagus, carrots, and the like. 
Let no foolish prejudices prevent her from partak- 
ing freely of these valuable foods. Unless the moth- 
er's diet includes a liberal variety of vitamin-rich 
foods—and all vitamins come originally from vege- 
table foods—the baby will suffer from a deficiency 
of vitamins in the milk.

old, you can't afford to Tose a pound. You are mis- 
informed if you think fasting is not employed by the 
ordinary or regular medical profession. Practical- 
ly every doctor in general practice employs fasting 
more or less. I know of no reputable physician who 
is a fasting specialist or a specialist in fasting, but 
any reputable physician can, after an examination 
of your case, ad\ ise you correctly. 


Rupture Treatment. 


I am a man aged 45 years, and I am ruptured on 


the left side. Is there any cure for rupture beside 
operation? If you advise operation for rupture, do 
you.think it would be better to wait for cold weath- 
er? "I find trusses a great trial. (R. M.) 


Answer—Operation is the only cure and the only 


safe treatment. Trusses or other apparatus or ap- 
pliances for the support of hernia, breech,' rupture) 
are at best a makeshift, and do not remove the con- 
stant danger of strangulation of the hernia. 
Any 


man able to"'be up and about and compelled to make 
a living for himself or family should not submit to 
the handicap of rupture or the trial and trouble of 
trusses—be operated on, by all means, and do not 
wait for some other kind of weather.

is closely associated 
not 


alone with Lee, the southern hero, but 
with many famous earlier characters, 
such as LaFayette and George Wash- 
ington Parke Custis, 
Washington's 


adopted son|. 


Built by Custis 


This Custis was the bunder of Ar- 


lington House. 
In 
1802, soon after 


Mrs 
Washington's death, 
he 
left 


Mount Vernon and superintended the 
building of a home for himself on 1,- 
100 acres of ground belonging, to him 
at Arlington. Virginia. The residence 
he plannod was similar to a Greek 
temple, with eight of the huge pillars 
so admired by tne Colonials, used to 
for a portico. 


Custis ordered the house set on the 


brow of a hill so that it would over- 
look the capital. The portico at Ar- 
lington 
offers what is perhaps 
the 


most beautiful outlook on the City'of 
Washington. LaFayette, visiting Mr. 
Custis at Arlington, declares it one 
of the most beautiful views he had 
ever looked upon. And another vis- 
itor of seventy years ago wrote: 


"From the portico a brilliant panor- 


ama is presented. The capitol, execu- 
tive mansion, Smithsonian institute, 
the growing- magnificent Washington 
monument, and almost every house 
in the federal city may be seen at a 
glance from this point, while between 
them and Arlington flows the bright 
flood of the Potomac." 


In his new home George 
Wasing- 


ton Parke Custis dispensed the same 
lavish hospitality that had been the 
rule at Mount V^-non. His house was 
furnished 
with \astc and elegance. 


Many . relics 
and 
furnishings 
of 


Mount Veron were left to him and 
transferred 
to Arlington, and these 


were 
cherished 
by Custis and 
his 


guests as things which the first presi- 
dent had used. 


The war tent which 
Washington 


carried 
throughout 
the Revolution 


was so greatly treasured that when 
Custis wished signally to honor any 
visitors he had the war tent pitched 
on the lawn and received them in it. 
This tent is now in a glass case in 
the National 
Museum. The 
brown 


cloth is folded In etveral bundlei. 
the poles lie on top. 


Another Arlington pouvenlr of equal 


historic value wa« "Washington's bed. 
The same writer who to vividly de- 
scribed the view from the portico hai 
this to »ay: 


"In one of the chambers at Artjnj 


ton House is the bed and bedstead 
upon 
which 
Washington slept 
at 


Mount Vernon, and whereon he ex 
pired. The frame is remarkable for 
its great width, being six feet. It was 
made with 
other furniture 
in New 


York in 1789 and was 
in 
continual 


use by the Patriot until the day of 
his death. The bed and bedding re 
main in precisely the same condition 
as when the good man left it for his 
final resting place." 


This bed i« now at Mount Vernon. 


Other Washington Relic? 


Custis had many other belongings 


of 
the 
Washington 
family-~such 


things as the harplscord which the 
General had given to Nellie C«stis at 
Mount Vernon: a heavy little iron 
chest 
with three padlocks 
and two 


bolts in which Mrs. Washington kept 
money and valuables; a silver tea ser- 
vice from which the first President 
was said to have served all the great 
men of the day; beautiful vases, the 
gifts of admirers; and valuable old por- 
traits of Washington and his family. 


Among these portraits Custis owned 


the 
Sharpless 
profile 
painting of 


Washington, regarded by many peo- 
ple as the best likeness ever executed 
of the General. But Custis was not al- 
together 
satisfied with the various 


likeness of his adopted father and had 
the ambition to paint a full 
length 


view of the great man that would 
settle for posterity all questions as, to 
his face and figure. 
He did indeed 


make the painting, showing the Gen- 
eral leaning against his horse at York- 
town. 


Custis' intentions were good, but his 


lack 
of training prevented 
his at- 


tempts at historic paintings from hav- 
ing the value he felt sure they would 
have. The amateur painter was not 
daunted by technical difficulties, how- 
ever, but proceeded to turn out half 
a dozen Revolutionary battle scenes 
with Washington prominent 
in the' 


foregroud, and then to decorate the 
walls 
of the 
house with murals. 


Traces of one of those'wall paintings, 
a, hunting scene, may still be seen in 
the rear hall of Arlington House. 


The heirlooms of Arlington passed 


on to the Lees when Custis died in 
1857. 
Robert E. Lee had married Cus-, 


tis' daughter and at Custis' wish the 
young people set up housekeeping at 
Arlington rather than at Lee's own 
home. Whatever souvenirs of Lee's 
stay at Arlington, are still in exist- 
ence, therefore, are largely personal 
belongings. 


If the Daughters of the Cpnfeder- 


acy do undertake to establish a muse- 
um at Arlington members of the Lee 
and Custis families and others who 
have 
relics from Arlington 
House 


would be the only source from which 
exhibits can be obtained. A number 
of the Washington exhibits in the Na- 
tional Museum are labeled "Lent by 
Miss Mary Custis Lee." They are not, 
therefore, the permanent property of 
the museum. 


Although Arlington 
is across the 


Potomac from Washington, it is as 
much visited as the sights in 
the 


heart of the city. 
The graves and 


monuments 
of both northern 
and 


southern 
forces 
of the Civil War, 


those of the Spanish War, and now 
the graves of the 
European 
War 


dead, attract many. 


The Mansion has always been one 


of the sights of the grounds, and vis- 
itors fill huge registers with 
their 


names. Except for the table on which 
the register stands, the rooms which 
are open to visitors are bare. 


Arlington is far from forgotten, but 


it is remembered as a desolate, echo- 
ing house. It 
is difficult to believe 


that Custis built a dining-room and 
dancing pavilion on the lawn by his 
spring and invited picnic crowds to 
come and enjoy the wooded grounds 
of the Arlington estate. It is hard to 
imagine the clean swept halls of Ar- 
lington fitted out with old mahagony 
and 
silver, imported- china,, chintz, 


and bi-ocades. Tet, this is Arlington 
House as it was—and as it may be if 
restored.

"Office consultations Cash." 
This notice conspicuously posted in 


a doctor's offieft i» aff effectiv* method 
of warding off "deadbeats" who make 
a practice of "sponging" on the pro-, 
fession, declares Dr. W. W. Cooney 
in commenting on those people who 
will pay the butcher and the baker 
but forget to pay the doctor even 
though he may have snatched them 
from Death's door. 


"Tears ago when I entered the pro- 


fession," said Dr. Cooney, "I thought 
it was my duty to give my services to 


ences. The straight person doe* not 
object to any questions aeked him In 
regard to tb« n'V"™'iM aide of the mat- 
ter. It's the crook and the deadliest 
that become pugnacious when such 
Questions are put to them and they 
invariably leave the office in a huff. 


Will Help Needy 


"Now please don't misunderstand. 


That doesn't mean that I would re- 
fuse to give my services to needy per- 
sons. If a person came Into my office 
and told me he was ill but didn't have 
a cent to pay a doctor, I'd do all I 
cosld for him without charge, pro- 
viding- he was telling the truth. It's 
the fellow who tries to get my ser- 
vices under the false pretense that be 
is going to pay Cor them that I want 
to steer clear of. He could pay me if

everyone that called, without ques- 
tion. Consequently about 40 per cent 
of the people I attended never paid 
me one cent. By and by I grot wise 
and now it's very seldom I ever get 
"stun?." 


"I have few bad debts because I 


make it a business rule to (have a 
clear understanding' with every per- 
son before I take over his case. One 
doesn't expect to get a horse or cow 
from a farmer or J100 worth of goods 
from a merchant without giving good 
security. Way then should he expect 
a doctor to give him $100 worth of 
medical service without first giving 
substantial guarantees that he is go- 
ing- to pay for that service? 


"As a matter of business, I must 


satisfy himself that the person calling1 
on mo has a record for paying his 
bills. For that reason I ask for refer- 


he wanted to but he never has any 
intention of doing sn. 
* "It's strange how many people try 
to beat the doctor. They -will pay for 
every other sen-ice and everything 
else they buy but they don't recognize 
the doctor's claim at all. A man from 
a nearby town came into my office 
one day to pay his bill. Two of his 
children, had submitted to operations 
at the hospital and I handed him a 
bill totaling $150 for performing both 
operations and giving all other medi- 
cal attention during the. time they 
were in the hospital. "When he saw 
the bill he began to cry and begged 
and pleaded with me to reduce it 
because he couldn't pay so much. He 
asked me if I wouldn't throw off J25. 


"Thinking that his hospital bill, per- 


haps, was pretty high, I asked him to 
let me sec it. At the same time I got 


the bill I had ju*t given him. I 


then told Mm that I would give tho 
matter 
further 
consideration 
and 


would mail him another bill within 
a few days. That evening I got in 
touch with this man's banker and 
from him I learned the man had a 
bank account of $30,000. owned a fine 
farm of 190 acre* and had other prop- 
erty beside. I tore up the old bill and 
instead mailed him a bill for $500. Ho 
'paid it." 


All Kinds or "Spongers" 


"A doctor meets 
many 
different 


types of 'spongers' Mid Dr. J. B. Mac 
LArftn. "Some people are simply care- 
less in forgetting to pay the doctor. 
They ke^p putting it off and putting 
It off until they finally forget they 
owe him anything. 
The 
deliberate 


'd«adbeat' is another 
species. 
He 


wants a doctor but he doesn't want 
to pay him. Usually he's the fellow 
that needs a doctor quite often, too. 
Tie drifts from one job to another and 
because he is 'rolling a stone' he nev- 
er has anything to pay a doctor with. 
It doesnt seem to strike him that he 
cotild economize and do without some 
of the things he doesn't need in order 
that he might pay the doctor. 


"Probably the most common type 


of 'sponger' as far as the medical pro- 
fession is concerned, is the telephone 
user—usually a. woman. She will call 
today and tell us that her tittle daugh- 
ter Mary is very sick and she wants 
us to come right away. We go. Then 
the nert day she calls again. Her con- 
versation is like this "Hello doctor, 
little Mary isn't quite so well today. 
What can I do for her." She wants 
our advice and, she thinks because 
she uses the telephone we ought to 
give it for nothing. I discourage those 
people by 
immediately 
informing 


them that professional service given 
via the telephone costs $1 per call. 


"Paradoxical as it may pound, I 


have- noticed that people of the 'good 
pay' class, never pay their bills im- 


mediately," said Dr. Macljoran. "They 
wait till we have finished th«Jr case 
before they over mention money to 
us. Then they pay. These people aro 
quite different from unothar kind that 
pay after every call for the first few 
times and then forget it after that 
I am suspicious of this style of folks. 


"I •am also suspicious of the person 


who calls the doctor for every little 
ailment. People who do this seldom 
belong to the class that pays up. If 
they did they would have more sound 
common ecn.se and would bo so busy 
doing- something else that they would 
forget to fancy themselves subject to 
serious diseases. 
Another fellow I 


dou't like is tho man who keeps call- 
ing the doctor and deposits a dollar 
on his bill now and then just to retain 
th« privilege of keeping the doctor 
coming- and enlarging the- 
bill. 
I 


know this kind pretty well and am 
now on the lookout for him." 


It's the 'bird' that works on sym- 


pathy, that is the hardest 'deadbeat' 
to deal with," said Dr. Robert Mitch- 
ell. "You learn to know him after 
you answer his calls a few times and 
Vie never makes any offer to pay you, 
even after a bill is sent. Then some 
day one of his family is sick and he 


asks you to- come down. You remind 
him of his unpaid bill and earpress 
your willingness to go as soon as 
tho old bill is taken care of. We'll call 
him Tom Jones. Now Tom wants you 
badly so ho tries a scheme to get you 
thoro. He knows Bill Smith is a good 
fellow, always pays his bills and is 
well liked in the neighborhood. So 
Tom goes to Bill Smith and asks Bill 
to 'ask tho doctor to come down.' Bill 
telephones us and then when 'we re- 
fuse to go he calls us 'monster" and 
other pet name*. Incidentally it given 
Bill a bad impression and he black- 
ens our reputation in the community. 


"The good man pays. That doesn't 


mean that the good man isn't broke 
sometimes. A young fellow came to 
mo once with bis right leg in bad 
shape. Tho bone had been broken but 
it had been poorly set. It was such a 
bunged tip affa'ir that it toofc quite- 
an operation and quite a Jot of skill 
to correct the trouble. He didn't .have 
any mone.y and told me he couldn't 
pay before I did the work for him. 
Tho operation proved entirely suc- 
cessful, be was discharged from the 
hospital and I forgot ali, about him. 
Within two years later he came back 
and paid.
